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On 17 Noril 1952, 15 to 18 twin-onsine transports were parked in frovt of 
the hanrars at Staaken airfield. Between 17 and 2l. April, there was intensive 
day and nicht flying by these aircraft, even in hazy and rainy weather.

411 four planes had a white rim on 

the rear edrpe of their rudder asserblies and a lateral strire on their rudder 
assemblies » After three or four flirhts lasting 10 to 15 minutes, four men 

of the crew were changed, A total of 10 twineengine transports, 2 binlanes 

anc 1 singlewencine, hich-wing monoplane were stationed at the ficld, 

During the air activity, 1 radio truck with a red antenna, 1 fire track, 

i tank truecl and 3 trucks were observed on the landinre field, “otor vehicles 
observed entering and leaving the field 25X11 


Comment, Some of the transports observed at Stasken airfield do not 
elong to the squadron stationed there since this unit is only equipped with 
about 10 IL-2s. The aircraft apparently asserbled at the fielc for a combined 
axercise with parachute units.
